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THE FUNDAMENTALS
OF TRUE RELIGION

SERMON BY REV. CHARLES M.
GIFFIN LAST NIGHT.

Took as His Theme “The Three
R's” of Religion, Which He Sald
Were Regret, Reformation and
Restitution, All of Which, if Prac-
ticed or Experienced by the True
Searcher After Truth, Will Lead
Him to That Greatest R. of All,
Repentance.

Rev, Charles M, Giffin, D, D., pastor
of the Elm Park Methodist Eplscopal
church, preached a sermon last evens
ing that may fittingly be termed both
masterly and impresaive, taking as bis
theme “The Three R's.’ He spoke in
part as follows:

“In eclementary ecducation there are
always certaln well recognized funda-
mental esgentials without a knowlndes
of which no one can egpect to attain
to the higher realms of education. The
Yunkee uged to facetiously call them
"The three W's', When we think of
our moral relations thera are also
three IU's we must master If we would
be guccessful and it {8 of these that I
woulid speak to you tonight.

“The first of these is Regret, When
I gpeak of regret 1 do not wint to Le
vrderstood ns confounding It with re-
morge, which Is aquite anothsr thine.
There pre times In every mav's life
gelf-reproachful of himseelf for the =ins
he has committed, but If this Is only
a dissatisfaction and if he doesn't de-
tormine to do better, it doesn’t amount
to much,

“We all know that It s the trend
nf the times to gloxs over inlyulity,
What were formerly & man's mis-
deeds ave nmow calmly spoken of by
him as his misfortuncs. Some people
suppose that all dod wants of them
is that they may say complacently
that they suppose they are not up to
the proper ideal of excellence.

ANOTHER CONDITION,

“Then, there's another condition
swhich lsn't regret. That's the refrain-
ing from doing & thing because you're
afrald of belng scen doing It. There
Is a certain man in this ecity today
who would not go Into a certain court if
he knew that the pastor of Elm Park
church knew that he went there. But
If he refralned from going there on
that account would that make his act
& Christian one? Undoubtedly, 1t
would not.

“There's another point, Don't con-
found regret with mortification, True
contrition comes from a deeper source
than does mortification; It comeg from
the very soul. The truly penitent soul
would weep If it knew there was no
hell. When a man sees his mis-spent
life in all the horror of (s debasge.
ment; when he has experlenced the
right hand of regret, then he is ready
for the second step, and that l# Refor-
mation.

“There fa many a man who s re-
penting over his glns but whe won't
stop sinning, When a man s truly
Bick of 8ln he can't stick to it. ‘Let
the wicked forsake the way of sin'
Let them step out Into the new life
and let them stay there, The old
Puritan who said, ‘the man who truly
repents would rather die than sin
aguin,' may have boe& severe, hut he
was right.

“People sometimes reform In sec-
tlons, They stop one sin and aggravate
another. They don't intemd, a8 they
should, to cirele round all thelr inlgul-
;im end clean out the whole infernal
ot.

THE THIRD R,

“The third R. is Restitution. There
are =0 many who have taken away so
much that they can't put It back, Tha
penitent nlways wants to do all he can
to right the wrongs he ha¢ done. But
whut of thoge who have done damage
that can never be repalred?

“I often think of an incident in the
life of that most delightful character
in English letters, Bamuel Johnson.
When Samuel was a little boy his
futher asked him to tend the markst
stall he kept and Sam sald:! *No,
Again he asked him and agaln he re-
celved the answer, '‘No.! Years after-
wards when Johnson had reached the
height of his fame, he came to the old-
stall on the market day one year and
stood for hours with uncovered head
in the place where his father's stall
had stood. ‘'This is my contrition,’
sald he, ‘for refusing to ohey my
father.! That's all very well, but what
of the father's bleeding heart?

“If we master the three R's as they
should he mastered we come to faith,
which we can’t have without the help
of (lod. And with God's help we
coma to that greatest R. of all, Nes
pentance, which makes us true heirs
of eternal life.”

Address of E. B. Buckalew, of Har-
risburg, at the Afternoon Meet-
ing of the Y. M. C. A

E. B. Buckalew, of Harrlsburg, the
Btate secrctary of the Young Men's
Christiun assoclation, who 14 in this
city for the purpose of assisting In the
canvass for funds for the proposed new
assoclation bullding, spoke in the asso.
clation's temporary headquarters yes-
terday before a very large number of
men, hoth young and old.

Mr. Buckalew was formerly the local
gecretary at Wilkes-Barre, and Is
rather well-known in this city. There
iIs a certain boyigh frankness ubout
what he says that makes the meetings
at which he speaks most enjoyable, He
Rave yesterday afternoon a singularly
helplul address on “Temptations,” and
in beginning his remarks had this to
say regarding the new building:

I don't helleve that the people of this
clty nor the young men who Intend join-
ing the assoclation thoroughly under-
stand what this new bullding s gding
to mean for the city. It's not going to
mercly give the young men a chance of
gratifying thelr self-desires but it's go-
fug to glve a larger opportunity for the
Christian men of the city than they
have ever had to work among the un.
Chrigtian and the ungodly.

It is golng to bo.n plant from which
will radinte migh Influences for good
which if properly applied will mean a
veritable moral revolution for the city:
just such a revolution as I am glven to
understand s needs, an Lo say the least
conditions have certainly not improved
sinee the burning of the old bullding.
Every man in this city ought to see to it
that he has a lttle sum Investod In this
new  building, no muatter how small it
may be

Continuing, Mr. Ruckalew spoko
hriefly, as mentioned above, on “Temp-
tatlon.' He pointed out the fact that
eveyy temptation means a pivotal point
in the life of every man., "It mcans,"
gald he, “whether hig life is to be a
weak, defeated one or a strong, vie-
torious one."

After pointing out the varlous ways
Instituted by the evil spirit for the
tempting of the young man, he sald
that “the best way to guard agalnst
these temptations |8 to be occupled
with good; in fact, that's one of the
greatest secrets of a true Christian life,
There 18 tco much activity of the bhran
and muscle in our modern Christian
lives and too little prayer and soul-
saving."

Referring to the “higher criticlam,"
he sald that "the higher critics are
simply men being led by the devil to
exialt thelr own reason and literary
acumen above the word of God, If we
blotted out with red ink the passoges
in the Bible that the higher critics
have attacked there would be mighty
little left.”

OLD FORGE EXPECIS
TO BE VERY DRY

ITS PROSPECTIVE THIRST THE
FEATURE OF LICENSE LIST.

With Its Population of Less Than a
Thousand It Wants Fifty-seven
Drinking Places as Apguinst
Twenty Applied for by Carbondale
with Its Population of Nearly
Twenty Thousand—Four Scrantpn
Wards Don't Need Drinking
Places—Turnpke Condemned.

Court will sit this week primarily
to pass upon 85 applications for liquor
licenses, abuut fifty of which are for
new houses. Last year thora were 612
lleenses granted.

The prospective thirst of Old Forge
Is again the featuroe of the application
list. Only 281 votes wera cast In the
whole borough at the last state elec-
tion, yet fifty-seven different scts of
petitions set forth Lthat they belleve
Nity-goven drinking places are neces-
eary for the accommodation of the

traveling public,. The clty of Carbon-
dale will be content with twenty licen-
ses, while Dunmore asks for forty-niue.
Scranton presents 233 applications, or
a little more than four times the num-
ber wanted in Old Forge.

There are two applications from the
Third ward; six from the Bixth, five

from the Seventh; three from the
Ninth; three from the Tenth; three
from the PFifteenth; two from the

Nincteenth, and two from the Twen-
tleth. The resldents of the Twelfth,
Thirteenth, Soventeenth and Twenty-
first warde do not ask for any hotel
llcenses. One bottler I8 located In the
Beventeenth and there iz a brewery In
the Thirteenth, but in the Twelfth and
Twenty-first wards |ntoxicants are not
handled in any way, shipe or manner,
The wagons from the brewerles and
wholesale llquor houses seen dally In
those wards nre a libel on these nelgh-
borhoods, very llkely.
